uinitie to their one ſpeciall commendation, & the ge- 
nerall benefite of the Church, were not afterward aſha- 
med both to defend, & to practice Aſtrologie: the verie 
ſubiect and matter of the Arte it ſelfe is lch that none, 
which knoweth it in deede, can iuſtly charge it with the 
leaſt contrarietie or repugnancie either to Diuinitie it 
ſelfe, or to the ſoundeſt partes of Morall and Naturall 
Philoſophie. Cali enarrant gloriam Dei; and Platoes opi- 
nion is, that our cies were principally giuen vs, for this 


vic and end, to be occupied in the contemplation of the 


heauens; wherrunto he attributeth ſo much, that he 
thinketh Aſtronomie and wiſedom to be ſo inſeparably 
linked and chained togither, that neither a very wiſe man 
can want Aſtrologie, nor a very good Aſtrologer want 
wiſdom, To which effect, that notable ſaying of his, de- 
ſerueth to be as famous, as yaur Lordſhip knoweth it to

phy e. Which verie ſaying ſeemeth vnto me to import 


ſome part of that Diuinitie, whereof ſo many ages he 


hath caried fo high, and honourable a ſurname : the ra- 
ther becauſe the tingular and incomparable wiſedom of 
Salomon , as your Lordſhippe beſt remembreth, is thus 
particularly deſcribed, in = booke intituled, Liber Sa- 
pientiæ. Deus mihi dedis harum rerum cognitianem veram, vs 


feiam diſpofitionem orbis terrarum, & vines, effectioneſame 


elementorum, initium, & finem, & medium temporum, ſoltti- 


trum viciſſitusdines, e cunſummatione. temporum, & morum

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” had them in that full meaſure, that it pleaſed God to be- 

} ftow vpon Salomon) our chiefeſt Aſtrologers, eſpecial- 
lie the moſt learned Arabians, ſo often as they are occa- 
fioned to cite, or mention any of their predeceſſors: call 
them commonlie by the name of Sapientes, which ſome 
I know mertily tranſlated Wizardes, but how wizardly, 
(if they ſpeake generally without exception of the bet- 
ter ſort) let the prouerbe teſtifie , which ſaith, Scientia 
non habet inimicum, niſi ignorantem. What ſhould I ſpeake 
of Thales Mileſius, who being the firſt, that among the 
Græcians was called , as Diogenes Laertius repor- 
teth. was alſo the firſt among them, that ſearching out 
the ſecrecies, and miſteries of Aſtrologie: both foretold 
the conuerſions, and eclipſes ofthe Sunne, as Eudemus 
witnefleth in his Aſtrologicall hiſtorie, and found out 
Vrſa minor with hir litle ſtarres, whereby the Phcenices 
direct their nauigation, as Callimachus teſtifieth in his 
Greek? verſes : and foreſeting a vene great dearth of 
oliues, and thereupon purpoſing to ſhewe , howe eaſie a 
matter it was for Philoſophers to grow rich, gat into his 
hands by a reaſonable price, all the olive gardens in Mi- 
letum, and Chium, + # winter before, whereby after- 
ward making his owne price athis pleaſure, he gained 
excecding great ſummes of money: as is crediblie re- 
corded not only by Hieronimus Rhodius, and Ariſtotle 
in Greeke, bur alſo by Tullie De Diuinatione, and diuers 
other in Latine : Ariſtotle ſaying, one whule he did it, 
ch mw c,,, an other while, * ,,: and Solon 
the wiſe Lawmaker among the Athenians, following his 
aduiſe, ſet downe certaine Aſtrologicall obſeruations of 
the AFquinoFia, and corrected the Artique yeare, as ap- 
peareth by manie hiſtories: and finally by the defects 
of the Moone and Sunne, he prognoſticated the defects 
and ſubuerſions of certaine ſtates and kingdoms in Aſia, 
as out of Plinies Naturall hiſtorie, 1 haue ſpecially no- 


ted in my briefe Treatiſe of the late eclipſe, I ſhould be 
| ouer 


to recite the tenth part of thoſe teſtimonies, an 


ties, which I coulde eaſilie alleage to the ſame effect? 


whereby it is certainlie cuident, that as wiſe , and wor- 


thic men, as euer were in the world, both made verie 


ſpeciall account of this ſtudie in other, and trauailed ex- : 


ceedingly therein them ſelues: as namely Iulius Cæ- 
ſar, Octauius Auguſtus, Prolomey, Theodoſius, one of 
the beſt Emperours, Fredericke the ſecond, (ho cau- 
ſed Prolomey, Meſſahalah, and diuers other princi- 
pall Aſtrologers, to be tranſlated out of the Arabian in- 
to Latine : Hos quia conſilys regum conducere ſenſu : as 
Hellerus writeth to Erneſtus, Prince of Hennenberg : Y 
Alphonſus the moſt excellent ans of Arragonia, an 

Naples: Matthias Coruinus of Hungarie: Charles the 
fift of famous memorie, and ſundrie other, as well Prin- 
ces, as ſubiectes of the moſt notable ſort. But I can not 
prætermit that Aſtrologicall conference betwene Cz- 
far, and the Egyptian Prieſt in Lucans Pharſalia, where 


Cæſars one confeſsion of him ſelfe is thus delivered : 


media inter prælia ſemper, ſtellarum, calique plagis, ſuperiſque 
vacaui: Eudo xi Faftos nofter ſuperabit & Annus , Whi 

he in deede performed, correcting and reforming the 
Romane yeare by the helpe of Soſigenes, as Solon did 
the Attique yeare by the helpe of Thales: an other ma- 
ner of 8 rmation, than that of the Calender, which the 
Pope Gregorie the xiij. hath newly publiſſied, by the 
helpe of I knowe not what Aſtrologers. As for the reſt, 


leaſt Iſhould ſeme to forget my ſelte, in not hauing that 
regard to your Lordſhips perſon, which I ought, I wil re- 


ſerue their Aſtrologicall commendations vnto ſome fir- 
ter place, thinking it ſufficient for thispreſent, to ſtande 
ypon the Reaſons, which Melancthon, a man as your 
. Lordſhip beſt knoweth, of a ſharpe, and ſounde iudge- 
ment in moſt ſchollerly points of learning, alleageth, in 


a notable preface of his, In Theoricas nouas planetarmm

man, Simon Grynæus: wherein he ſhewethhow neede- 


full ludiciall Aſtrologie is, both for priuate vſes, and for 
-publike. For priuate vſes, firſt in medendo: then, ad regen- 
dor mores : thirdly, ad deligenda ſtudia: plurtmum enim re- 
fert inte ligere, quo quemque natura ducat: (I vie not a word, 
but his owne : ) beſide, fortuna ſæpe comitatur mores : & 
quanquam aliæ queque cauſe funt humanorum euentuum, ta- 
men res loquitur ipſa, imerdum . Afiru cauſars eſſe, cur v4 
Heſſodus inquit : ipſe dies quandoque parens , quandogue no- 
werca, fit, Fiftly, conducit tempeFtatum obſeruatio ad Oeco- 
nomiam: laſt of all, hi proximi anni aliquot ſatis claras ſigni- 
ficatianes prebuerunt , ſidera magnam vim in aere, & re- 
bus naſcentibus habere, idque palam teſtantur inſignes ſide- 


rum congreſſus (which maketh directly for the preſent 


Diſcourſe.) And as for the publike vſe and neceſsitie 
thereof, he goeth forwarde thus, in my ſimple opi- 
mon, both very politickely and diuinely: Exiſtunt & 
in rebus publicis fatales tempe ſtates. in quibus admoniti ab 
bac arte, multa prouidere poſſunt , vel ad cauenda , vel ad 
mitiganda pericula. Sæpe enim fata conſilio in melius flecti 
queunt, ſepe fatorum ſæuitiam lenit Deus, placatus pio- 
rum voti. Quare hæc quoque grauis cauſa fuerit, rerum 
fururarum ſrgnificationes animaduertendi. ' He addeth for 
reaſon. Prodeſt enim commonefiers homines atrecibus ſide- 
rum minis, vs a Deo open imploreni - deinde, ut bonitatem Des 
magis agnoſcant , cum viderint aliguam eſſe ſuperiorem ac 
meliorem natumum ſideribus, que wiftes ſigniſicationes miti- 
gat. To the breeding of which politike, and diuine 
conſiderations in the mindes of ſome or other, I would 
to God, this ſlender Diſcourſe of mine might be anie 
meanes . Melancthon leaueth not thus, but ſtill goeth 
on, as it were in a certaine feruent zeale towards this 
profeſsion. Nec dubia et harum Artium fides ; nam oy 
mon ratie demonfirationes habet, quarum eo ft ſuauiſh- 
ma cegnitio, quia delectat animes certiiudo , e harmons4,

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ſew conſenſus in zenta verleuaie « 
natricem fi quis frudenter ad P Poſen referet \ — 
eam habere graues cauſas & inetur eam experientia peri- 
ii morum homi mam : reti uerò Galenus de hac ipſa arte 
inquit Sephifticum eſſe, contra experientiæ teſtimonium, 
rationen quærere. Finally, to aunſwere common ob- 
jections, and ſuche ordinarie contradictions, as A- 
ſtrologers eares are well acquainted withall , he at laſt 
breetely decideth, and determineth all ſuch doubtes 
in the wordes following . Nec eo detrahenda ef arti fi 
des, quia aut artifices aliqui inepti ſunt , aut non omnes e- 
uentus humans in arte mon#Frrantur'; ſunt enim & aliæ que - 
dam præter fidera, euentuum cauſe, Etſi autem in tantis tene- 
bris humane mentis, multa proſpici nequeunt, tamen artis 
beneficium non leue ducendum eft᷑, que pleraque interim, e 
ad xt ſummam pertinentia monet. Quaties fallimur i inle= 


wioribus artibus , & in ys rebus , que ſunt, vt ita dicamy ©, 
in manibus ? Neque tamen propter eur ſnodl errata explodan= $ 


de ſunt artes; ſed prudentia ett, ad vite vſiminde, quand 
um poſſumus , rransferre . His reſolution and conclu- 
ſion there is. Ilud etiam refe inſtitiutis indicare facile 
ef, quis eſſe modus Dininationum deheat , & quad. religi⸗ 
approbet has Diuinationes „vt Medicorum indicie » aut cæ 
teras Phyſice partes, Which reaſons of Melancthon, I 
doubt not but your Lordſhip will admit, and allow for 
effectually materiall and good. Nowl ſee not greatly, 
what remaineth to be yet obiected: vnleſſe haply ſome 
will oppoſe the olde decrees of the Romane Senate, and 
ſome newer imperiall lawes, againſt all ſuch, as were 
vulgarly called aihematici. C Ballei, Avieh, and Di- 
uinatores, of whome VIpian the famous lawyer trea- 
teth {bro 7. de officio Proconſulis, vnder the title, De Ma- 
thematicis , on Vaticinatoribus: Which veric title I haue 
hearde ſo alleaged .  Whereunto, firſt I mighr aunſwere. 

that they diſ pute not ad idem thoſe lawes being made 
= againſt ſuch, as Moyles condemneth in the xv111.of 
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Deuteronomie, who vaiuly tooke ypon them, to diuine 
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p 04 DP and ſuperſtirious ſorceries, numbers, lottes, 
dead, inſpections of birds, entrals of beaſtes, and ſuch 
other monſtrous, and abhominable meanes : for ſo ſaith 
A. Gellius in his firſt booke of his NoFes Atticæ: vulgus 
quo: gentilitio vocabulo Chalden: dicere oportes, eos Mathe- 
waticos vocat; & Seruius Honoratus ypon the fourth of 
Virgils AEneidos: Cum multa ſacra Romani ſuſciperent, ſem- 
per magica damnarunt ; probroſa enim ars habiia et. Second- 
Iy,that albeit thoſe Romane lawes had in deede bene de- 
uiſed as well againſt their Aſtrologers then, as againſt a- 
nie other Diuiners or Soothſayers: what reaſon is there, 
they ſhould make more againſt ours now, than the like 
lawes make againſt our Rhetoricians, Philoſophers, Phi- 
ſitians, and in a maner againſt all other profeſſours of a- 
nie liberall arte? All ſuch being by one Romane decree 
or other, at one time, or other, vpon one ſuddaine occa- 
ion, or other, baniſhed the citie , as troubleſome, and 
needeleſſe perſons, in a politike and martiall ſtate, ſo 
long as the rage of that tempeſt endured. Thirdly, admit 
their Aſtrological diuinations were lawfully forbidden, 
being found commonly deceitfull and falſe, by reaſon 
that the art it ſelfe was then verie vnperfect, and vncer- 
taine, as it continued to the age of Prolomey , who flo- 
riſhed but in the time of the Emperour Antoninus Pius, 
which ſucceeded Traian and Adrian: yet may ours ne- 
uertheleſſe lawfully ſtand, the art being nowe generallic 
of the moſt and beft acknoyledged ro be much more 
perfectly reformed , and a right art in deede : or if that 
feeme more, a right ſcience in deede.For which two laſt 
reaſons, I am to thanke a late conference, that I had with 
my brother Gabriel, about Hallowmas laſt, touching

Jawes, & ſtatuts, either forreine, or our owne, I know not

raters, charmes, interrogatorics propounded to the 
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and as for thoſe, that condemne ſome particular abuſe 
thereof, I muſt needes confeſſe, they are verie wiſe, and 
neceſſarie ordinaunces , to meete with the leyde practi- 
ſes, and impoſtures of manie, that vnder the pretence of 
their figure commit intolerable villanies, wherein for 
my parte, I doubt not, but my deſerue the penalties, in- 
flited vpon them by law, thinking them worthily puni- 
ſhed, Pro menſura conſultations, as Vlpian ſpeaketh of his 
Mathematici in the forenamed title, with this addition of 
his, following immediatly after in the ſame place: qui de 
principis ſalute, _— puniantur, vel qua alia grauiore pæna 
afficiantur : extending withall the force of the law in that 
point, euen to the puniſhment of other ſimple wizardes: 
Qui contra quietem, imperiumque populi Romani,improbandas 
artes exercent : and finally alleaging the example of the 
Emperour Marcus, Qui in Syrum inſulam eum relegauit, qui 
motu Caſſiano vaticinatus erat, & multa quaſi inſtinttu Deorum 
dixerat : Neither dare I excuſe either Thraſillus, or Aſcle- 
tarion, or Gauricus:whereof tbe firſt foretold the deſtru- 


ction of Tiberius the Emperour : the ſecond of Domi- 
tian:the third of the Bentiuoli in Bononia:or the Prieſt, 


that gaue out the rumour of the future murthering of 


Galeacius Sfortia, Duke of Millaine,(who were all wor- 
thily rewarded for their folly)or anic other,that by their 


Horoſcopicall predictions might ſeeme to harten, & ha- 
ſten one conſpirators, to the atchieuing, or attempting of 


their Princes death, bur in that caſe would with all A- 


ſtrologers, either not to deale at all, or elſe to deale pri- 


uately and priuily with the Prince him ſelfe: & then too, 
to hold Cardanes rule, ſer downe amongſt eight other 


like conditions, in the end of his booke, De Arologicis 
interrogationibus : principi ne magnum malum firmiter vn- 
quam predixeris, ſed periculum howbeit Cardane him ſelfe 
dealt more plainly, and therefore more daungerouſly 


with our King Edward the VI. as appearethinthe Iudi- 
cials of his natiuitie, giuen out in the beginning of his 
Duodecim

Dwodechnilluffres genitare. At mihi, ex innaia ſinceritate, & 


miſeranm adoleſcentuium amarem, ſortiſque eius miſererer 
(quoth Cardane there) certum erat, etiam cum manifeffe 
vine diſcrimine, omnia patefaccre; quamuis futurum crederem, 
vt me irriderent. But what followeth? Ergo volentibus fatis, 
nec ſingularis huts artis cognitio prodeſſe regi potuit : nec bo- 
witas, atque ſumplicitas ingeny, mihi obeſſe. Which good ſuc- 
ceſſe of Cardane, was partly to be attributed to his owne 
diſcreete handling, free from all maner of ſuſpition, but 
ſpecially to the innocent, and fingular good nature of 
at moſt noble young King, who accepted ſo fauoura- 
bly of his affectionate intention. But, neither this ſpe- 
ciall priuiledge of his being withall a ſtraunger of ex- 
traordinarie ctedit, 7 like perſonall example can 
warrant other priuate Men, to intermeddle in like forte 
in the natiuities, and deſtinies heir Princes, otherwiſe 
than is before limited, or vpon the Princes one direct 
commaundement. And yet if either this way, or any like, 
the art happen by ſome bufic, and fonde fellowes to be 
abuſed, it hath but the ſame fortune, that all other artes 
and ſciences haue befide : & the Lawiers rule, Abuſus non 
zollz vſum, will ſtill iuſtific the right, and commendable 
practice thereof. The bounds of which limitation, I ha- 
uing no way exceeded in anie parte of the Diſcourſe fol- 
lowing:I hope, there is nothing therin contained, which, 
conſidering the premiſes, might not proceede, euen from 
one, that were already profeſſed in Diuinitie. And, then 
I cruſt, in reſpect of the matter, I haue committed no in- 
conuenience, in recommending the ſame- to the fauour 
and pattonage of ſuch a Diuine, as all England knoweth 
your Lordſhip to be: who I doubt not, can judge exactly 


thereof. For the maner, lam humbly to craue pardon, be- 


ing neither practiſed in writing Engliſh , nor purpoſing 


ame ſuch publike dedication at the firſt. It may perad- 


uenture be an occaſion, that hereafter I ſhall acquaint my;

& indiuiduo, as vniverſally in genere. I haue ſufficiently vt- 
tered as it were by the way in other places: our laſt re- 
medic is Chriſtian pacience, if there be no other reme- 
dic. But that is a Theologicall argument, worthie your 
Lordſhips handling: and Iſee I haue already preſumed 
ouemuch of your Lordſhippgs pacience; in being thus 
troubleſome, and tedious vnto you, beyonde the com- 
paſſe of an ordinarie Epiſtle, or Preface . Which neuer- 
cheleſſe I durſt in no reſpect haue done, but vpon cer- 
taine aſſurance of that fauourable acceptation, which 
from time to time , it hath pleaſed you ro youchſafe the 
like writings of diuers Vniuerſitie men, being litle 
my ſtanding there, and namely my brothers Anticoſme- 
polita , when he was not much about the are conti- 
nuaunce. In full hope, and affiance whereof, I will here 
moſt humbly take my leaue , committing, your Lord- 
ſhip to the protection of God, who giue you many pto- 
ſperous Newyeares, and long preſerue you, to his owne 
glorie, and the benefit of his Church.

ing it is your deſire to pꝛactiſe me, ⁊ as it were 
to oppoſe mee in this kinde: you ſhall heare, 
what J can b2tefly ſay touching the great Cõ⸗ 
iunction of Saturne and lupiter, the next pers 
immediatelp following, J am to ſubmit my 
opinton to the cenſure and coꝛrection of thoſe, 
that are longer ſtudied, and moze pꝛofoundly 
ſeen in this facultie:but that you may not con⸗ 
teiue, I haue alfogither miſpent my time this 
way, J wil endenour my ſelfe to make p2oſe 
in ſome ſoꝛte, how J haue p2offfed in the ſtu⸗ 
die. Pour ſelfe haue often willed mie to goe 
roundly to the matter, withoute eyther glozt- 
ous inſinuations by way of P2eface, oꝛ plea- 
ſurable and conceited floꝛiſhes by waye of di⸗ 
greſſion: andtherfoze J pꝛeſume you wil not 
blame me, though à take a direc and plaine 
tourſe in the diſcourſe following, Firſt, that 
Judiciall Aſtrologie is neither any vaine and 
idle ſtudie, noꝛ foꝛbydden and vnlawful Arte, 
your ſelf hauing long ſince, taken ſome reaſo- 
nable paines therein, and being able to ſay ſo 
much in the defence thereof, out ol many olds 
and new hiſtoꝛies of appꝛoued anthozifte and 
credit, tan ſufficiently (3 know) and wil rea⸗ 
dilie(J think) teſtiſie. The llight arguments 
of Picus — Cornelius Agrippa, and 

diuern 
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diners other to þ cotrary, haue been thzonghly 
an(wered, by Balantius, Schonerus, Melanctö, 


Cardane, & ſund2y other, but ſpectally of late 


by Iunctinus, who in his confutatio pzoceedeth 
compendioullp, and directly from argument to 
argument, leauing in a manner nothing vn- 
touched, that hath beene, o2 can bee obiected in 
diſgrace of this knowledge. And if the autoꝛi⸗ 
ties of men, that haue giuen them lelues that 
way, make any thing foꝛ the purpoſe, what 
godlyer wits in p wozlde, than ſome in euern 
cuntrie, that haue made ſpecial act oũt, beſto⸗ 
wed much trauel in this diuine ſtudie? To let 
ſtrangers go, theſe offreſhmemo1te haue bens 
none of the baſeſt ſcholers in England: M. D. 
Buttes, pzincipal Phiſttion to king Henry the 
eight. Hir Thomas Eliot, Sir Thomas Smyth, 
who as you beſt knowe, and haue both truely 
and honourably teſtiſied in your Muſarum laa 
chrymæ, extelled therin. M. D. Recorde, both the 
Digges, M. Dee, whom hir maieſtis vouchſa« 
feth the name of hyꝛ Philoſopher: M. Securis, 
M. Buckmaſter, M. Mounſlowe, M. D. Twyne, 
beſides molt of our chiefe Doctoꝛs in Phiſike, 
as namely our M. D. Barc, in Cambꝛidge, and 
M. D. Forſter in London, and ſome of our very 
chieſeſt Philoſophers in either Uniuerſitie, Þ 
halbe nameles, being not ſo certainly pzofeb 
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An Aſtroſogical diſcourſe. 
fed and renowmed that way. But to omit fo2 
bꝛeuities ſake, al other arguments and autho⸗ 
rities that might plenfifully be alledged in the 
mapntenaunce of Judiciall Aﬀerologie, 3 wil 
content my ſelfe, and J thinke, J ſhall content 
pou with that only famous feffimony of Me- 
lancton, amongſt many of his to the ſame pur⸗ 
poſe, ſet downe in an excellent epiſtle directed 
to the two noble 4 honoꝛable Lozds, George 
and Huldrich Fuggeri, in commendation of A- 
ſtrologie. Norunt omnes ſani prorſus neceſſariam 
efſe doctrinam, que anni metas & ordinem oſtendit. 
Quam ol canſam CT ſapiens antiquitas hanc curã 
publice doctiſſimis hominibus, qui cuſtodes erant re- 
ligionis, commendauit, vt Solis circuitus & inter- 
Walla 4 æquinoctia Aa ſolſtitia obſeruarentur, '& af 
menſium fpatia,ad Solis iter accommodarent. But 
what followeth 7 Alteram parte que Diuina trix 
nominatur, multi acerbe vituperant, de qua alibi co- 
pioſius dixi.

eth thus much in effed:Jfwe ſhall conſider du⸗ 
ly ofthe higheſt cauſes and beings, wos ſhall 
finde that Aſtrologie is not the teaſt poztion of 
Phiſicke, fo2 it behoueth $Philition to know 
the mne, and the ſigne ofheanen wherin the 
mone is, when anye patient beginneth to fall 
lick, e ſo fo2th.1But hereof moꝛe at ſome other 
time, remitting you in the meane while to þ 
learned Apologie of Iunctinus, who is copious 
in theſe pointes, touching the defence ol Jun 
tiall Aſtrologie. Now to come ſpeedily and di⸗ 
rely vnto that, whereunto at this pꝛelent ? 
parficaler occaſion dꝛaweth me. In this years 
enſuing;: 58 3. which from the creation ofthe

Planets Saturne and lupiter, which 
Cdniunction ſhall be manifeſted to the igno⸗ 
rant ſoꝛt, by many fierce t bopſterous windes 
then ſodẽly bzeaking out t continuing certain 
daies befo2e.and certaine dapes after the ſame 
Coniunction. Theſe two high planets ſhal be 
caniopned in the laſt minute of the 21. degre of 
Piſces a ſigne (as is commonly knowne) of the 
watery Triplicitp, feminine, noqurnall, ſep- 
tentrional, commune, cold, mop ſt, flegmatick, 
that is wholy of the nature quallitie of wa⸗ 
fer:the eſſential houſe of Jupiter, the eraltatiõ 
of Venus, the gouernour of the feete, which Cõ⸗ 
iunction map, and ought to ſeeme ſo much the 
moze fearful e terrible vnte vs, by hew much 
the moꝛe it is very ſtraunge, maruelous, rare, 
and mot ſpecially noted of the learned. This 
is called of Affronomers, Contunctio planetaris 
maxima, quippe qua reguntur leges, i imperia, regio- 
wes : as Ptolomey the Pꝛinte of Aſtrologers 
Waiteth, and Cardane moze at large in hys 
Philoſophical, and Ackrological Commenta⸗ 
ries bpon Ptolomey, This is that Coniunctiã 
que ſugnificat prephetam, - deſtructionem quorune 
dam Climatum, cx. ſectas, & regnum : damm plu- 
uiarum c peſtilstiæ, ag Meſſahalah twitnefeth;

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ges and Pꝛinces. This is that Coniunction 
which Al boazen Haly faith doth præſagire mor- 
tem regs magni potentu, multam triſlitiam ho- 
minibus, damnum in diuitibus et nolilibus, etiam in 
illis qui ſur ſicut Prophetæ, et multas locuſtas. This 
is thatConiunction which Guido Bonatus af⸗ 
firmeth, to præmonſtrare res magnas c mirandas 
ventures in mundo. This is that Coniunction, 
which lohan nes Molitor ſurna med of his con- 
try Regiomõtanus, à man in my opinion, little 
inferioꝛ in wo2thineſſe, oꝛ fame to the fozmer 
moꝛe auncient Aſtrologers, doth repoꝛt to por- 
tendere continuasaquarũ inundationes, & particu- 
laria dilunia. Finallp, this is that Coniunction 
que minatur mul tum mali, as Iunctinus Florenti- 
nus teſtiſteth. a great wꝛiter at this dap, a Cõ⸗ 
iunction and meeting, 02 ioyning togither of 
p very woꝛſt x very bet planet, Saturne & Iu- 
piter,whereof the one is tearmed Infortunium 
maius, bit har ouſly Infortuna maior 5 the other, 
Fortuna maior, both ſingular in their kinds, the 
one being (as it were) the Loꝛde ol hoꝛrible 
miſrule,and fragicall miſchiefes, the other a 
pꝛeſident of ſouereigne bounty & felicitie, both 
Heauenly inſtruments, oꝛdapned by God to 
thoſe high purpoſes and intendementes, wher⸗

rie inclinations, and effectes in the woꝛlde, to 
he ſhoꝛt both mighty Pꝛinces and potentates 
in their ſcuerall actions, ſo farre as it pleaſeth 
God to aucto213e their pꝛoctedings, æ vſe their 
miniſterp to his owne gloꝛp. Touching whoſe 
great coniunction, it is doubtles the moꝛe hard 
and difficult, to ſet downe any tertaine effects 
Arcidents, therof ts enſue, becauſe the F02- 

tune and Infoꝛtune are equally matched, and 
as it were, indifferently encountered wyth 
power and ſtrength: Fo2 if the Jnfoztune had 
bene greater and ſtronger than the Fo2tnne, 
as if Saturne hadde bene toyned with Venus, 
which is called Fortuna maior, Saturn no doubt 
would haue chalenged the pꝛerogatiue oꝛ pꝛes⸗ 
eminence vnto himſelle, as being mightier x 
of moze fozce: o2 if Iupiter had bene toyned 
with Mars himſelfe being Fortuna maior, and 
the other /»forruninwm minus, he would ſo haue 
repꝛeſled the ſturdines and furie of Mars, that 
the operations and effectes of that Coniuncii⸗ 
on ſhould haue bene indifferent, that is rather 
god than euill. Wherevpon in this caſe Gui- 
do Bonatus a famous and renowmed Aﬀerolo- 
gian of 7:4/y,(as you knowe) in his fift Trea- 
tiſe de 1 46. Conſiderationibus, ſetting done 4. 
eſpeciall wayes and pꝛincipall points, whers- 
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moſte eaſily ouerſhote himſelfe, maketh this 
the fourth, Di cile erit aliquid certi iudicareſi æ- 

quales fuerint Fortune cum Infortuniſs. Moꝛeduer 
theſe two planets doe not beholde one anos 
ther by any aſpectuall radiation, as either by 
Trine 02 Sextile, which are aſpectes of amity Fe 
frendſhip,o2 by Quartile and oppoſition, which 
are aſpectes of enmity and hatred , foz then it 
had bene ſomWhat þ eaſter to determine theres 
of in reſpec of the general Judgemef,but they 
are iopned fogither in one degree and one mi⸗ 
nute of the ſelfe ſame degree and ſigne, whiche 
is termed of the Aſtrologers Corporalis congreſ- 
ſis, Coitus, oꝛ Coniunctio, being alwayes of .

to Mars, who is now molt j ſeated 
in his houſe: many tragiea ll iniſchiefes and 
notozious calamities are p2eſigd- to ſome 
great rulers and mighty gouernas - placed | 
in ſoueraigne and ſupꝛeme authqaitie,. o2 elſe 
it is vehemently ta be foared, that in the Caſt, 
and Southeaſt cunfries, a defperatecompany 
of vile and villanous raſcals ſhall flecke togi- 
ther, and ſe ditinully, rebelliouſlys: and 
rouſly riſe in armes againſt their 
and Magiſtrates: who, (as a dogge hath 7 
and a ider pꝛouiſion of ill fauoured gere fo 
ſerue hir turne) ſhall foz a time violently ſet 
vpan, and vehementlp afflic many; which 
-maugre their heads, muſt ſuſfer grieuous and 
ſpitefull indignities. And yet becauſe he is 
'L62dand Ruler of the 9. Bouſe, wherein Mer⸗ 
cury is moſt vnluckily appointed, being noee 
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longe ſince muche diſcouraged and diſcomft- 
ted of him by a hafefull Quartyle Alpe: 
it ſcemeth that dinerſe perſecutions are 
thꝛeatned vnto ſund2ye Eceleſtaſticall per⸗ 
ſons; which hall be muche dilqtneted and 
ered by their rage . All which maladies 
Call be the moze hurtfull and vehement, 
betauſe he is entred into a fired ſigne: ac⸗ 
toꝛding fo that marime of Haly., Capite quar- 
to part is aue Siquands Mars fuerit in 22 
720 fro, eg nificat fortes lites inter Reges, eie- 
dos, kli in another place his indgemont is: 
S1 Mars fllerit in ſigno fixos ſiguiſitat hes ſe rati- 
one & taiſa: Beſide, he wil do the moꝛe harme 
alſo, becàuſe he is in a maſculine and diurnall 
ſigne: Nam in ſiguo fæminino & luce aactis, mi- 
noris impedimenti ef. ag Meſfahatah ſapth in 
his bake, De Reudlutione Annorum mundi, the 
av. chapter Item, Mars in Teone, and in the 12. 
place from the Hoꝛoſcope, thzeatneth great 
olle: and deſtruction in all kindes of beaſtes, 
that haue hofes, o2 fleeces, and with allq:s- 
gnoſticateth that piſmires , walpes, and o⸗ 
ther flpes, and vermpne ſhall not greatly 
bound. Furthermore, becatiſe he is ſeated 
in the cyght houſe from the Pune, 1p/e:fignt- 
fcat interfeſtiones & inſirmitates Magna 18 Ul- 
minibus. To all which enitis they ſhall be 
moſte ſubiea, which inhabite ſuch regions, 
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pꝛouinces, territoꝛies, and cities , as are 
vnder the partition of the hotte ſigne Teo. /- 
tem, Fol Loꝛde of the Aſcendent-, but pe⸗ 
regrine, and aut of all his eſſentiall digni⸗ 
ties in the ſirtenth degree, and eyght and loꝛ⸗ 
tieth minute of Taurus, the night Yeaſe at 
Venus, and refident in ths tenth houle, (the 
houſe of dominion , and power , wherein be 
would greatly haue reiopced, had he nof 
bene ſo. unfoztunately diſgraced by his weake⸗ 
neſſe ) will alſo helpe to increafe the farie 
and outrage of Mars, cauſing much trouble, 
veration, and ſoꝛrowe, to ſome noble men, 
and honourable perſonages : yea this his plas 
cing doth furthermoze ſigniſte, that manye 
Pagiſtrates ſha} be th2ult out cf office, and 
depꝛiued of all dignitie, and other aduaun⸗ 
ted fo their romes , who peraduenture ſhal 
ſcarcely be ſo god, but moſte likely fo ve⸗ 
rifte the Pꝛouerbe, Seldome commeth the 
better. Lem, Venus Ladye of the tenth 
houſe, being bath peregr ins „ and com⸗ 
buſt, dath increaſe the ſignilication of the 
Sunne, who becauſe he is Loꝛde of the Al⸗ 
cendent, and inkoꝛtunatelp ſeated in her 
houſe, ſigniſteth a badde ſtafe , not onely of 
P2inces,bufof their ſubiecs fed : which badde 
late ſhall ſpecially be founde in the coun⸗ 
 tvies ſituat betwene the Eaſt and the UWeaT: 
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ener Venus, who naturally is very foꝛ⸗ 
tunate, and a planet of a god and amiable 
nature, being withall ſetled in the n. houſe, 
the houſe of amitie, friendſhip, 4 god foztune, 
would haue pꝛonounced much god, if the had 
not bene ſo vnluckily peregrine in the ſecond 
degrer, and third minut of Gemini, being there 
allo tombuſt, and accompanied with the mil- 

chieudus Catabibazrn: Which is with all as vn⸗ 
| - Happy,and pernicious,as may be, byreaſon of 
hir fall in Gemm#, in domo caſis ſur. Ioꝛ which 
cauſe the is therefoze to ſigniſie much ſuttle 
diſſembling,and falſe packing amongeſt men: 
litle faithfull and ſound friendſhip, but much 
counterfait and fained amitie: nape, manpe 
thꝛough vncurtedus dealing, and falſhod, ſhal 
bzcake of friendſhip, ſo that one ſhal hardly re⸗ 
poſe any truſt in another: beſides, ſhe foꝛe⸗ 
ſheweth that much hatred, diſcozd, and ſtrife, 
much matter ot diuiſtons x factions, much de- 
bate x cotention ſhal enſue: + vet ſome naugh⸗ 
tea bngodly perſons, (wherof the woꝛld ſhall 
neuer be to ſceke;but what remedie?) are like 
to accoꝛd t agres togither wel enongh,o2 rather 

Ul enough, Foz much ſhameful « filthy whoꝛe⸗ 
dom ſhal be ſecretly committed, diuerſe ſhall 
giue ouer them ſelues to vleaſure,voluptuouCs 
nefe,ryot, vnlawful concupiſtence , lerherie, 
] ben luſtes, and other vucleane miles: 


meanours. But let thoſe that are ſo cozruptlp, 


t vilanouſly affected, beware in time, leaſt foz 


euery dzamof momentanie pleaſure, they be 


rewarded with a pound of durable ſoʒ ow. Foz 
beſides that many therby thal be ſhzewdly en⸗ 
dammaged,x pzeſently puniſhed, acco2ding to 
the qualitie of their deſerts: the reſt of that vn⸗ 
gracious crew, vnleſſe they repent, and amend 


the ſoner,ſhal altogither moſt wofully periſh, 


t be vtterly deſtroied, both gods, body, e ſoule 
tw. Haly his iudgement is, p Venus iuncqta um 
cauda Draconis, ſi if cat deſtructionem futuram in 
mulieribus, and this he allo as reſolutely affir-: 
meth, that Venus infortunata in vndecima domo, 
Præſagit leguminum caritatt᷑. Finally, am per- 
ſwaded, that ſhe will cauſe very many winds, 
b2inging very much raine, byreaſon of her oc⸗ 
cidentall combuſtion in Gem», in the houſe 
t termes of Mercury. And, as fo, Mercury, he 
in ſtarione ſecunda, placed in domo peregrinatio- 
num, itinerum, rerum ſacrarum, & religionis. but 


peregrine, and much afflicted in the 21. degree, 


and 20. minut of Aries, in the houſe + termes 


of Mars his moztall enimie,doth ſignifie many 
102neys,and voyages, much tramiling, creat 
remouing from place to place, (foꝛ Aries as e⸗ 


neryone knoweth, is a moueable ſigne, and 


Mercury a conaertible, and wauering pla- 


met but nof without on” lofſes,dammages, . 
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aid fronbles 2: fo generally true it is, that is 
commonly alledged in a manner to this very 
purpoſe. Th rowling ſtone, ſeldom gathereth 
any molſe, Fo2 ſundꝛp grieuances, much theft, 
many violent robber ies, and ſpoplings, with 
wilfull murder, and cruell inter fections ſhall 
be committed, in ſuch wiſe, that plaine; inno⸗ 
tent, and true meaning men, (whereof. aur 
woꝛld now a dapes is not greatty lauiſh) and 
the. honeſt and faithkull dealing marchaunt, 
ſhall eſtſones gde in daunger ok loſing bath 
nods and life, Further moꝛe, this his unlucky 
tonſtitutton doth poꝛtend the irreligious, and 
impious behauiour of diuers wicked, obſtt- 
nate, ſtubberne: and diſo2derlp perſons, who 
will not care maſt deſperately toronſpy2e , e- 
uen againſt heauen it ſelfe, and moſt hoꝛribly 
to abule;eyen Jeſus himſelle, in not eſteming 
his ſacredx bleed woꝛd, in reuiling his zea⸗ 
lous pꝛeachers, in making no account of reli⸗ 
gion, pietie, and gedlines, in abandoning God 
him ſelfe out ol their companie, and betaking 
them ſelues to all villanie. Likewiſe this his 
infoꝛtunate ſtate, thꝛeatueth like troubles, de⸗ 
friments, and daungers vnto thoſe, that are 
MPercuriſts, as namely, vnto Embaſſadoꝛs, ſe⸗ 
{ crefartes, Nofaries, Regiſters, Clarks, Stri⸗ 
| Uucners, Meſlengers, Factours, Percers, t ſuch. ; 
other: as atlo vnto diuers of the lan 
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and contentions are like to ariſe, touching ſome 
new c8ntrary opinions; and hereſies, which ſhal 
be inuented; publiched, and maintained by cer⸗ 
taine buſis fellowes, and factious heads, to affe- 
gionatelp wedded to their owne conteits. Item. 


nut of Sagittarius, detrꝛaling: in light, and actom⸗ 
panied with hir Dꝛagons head, in the fourth 
houſe, and nigh the fift, being but ſire houres be- 
foꝛe, moſt info:tunately in oppoſition, and at de⸗ 
ſtance with the gentle and mercifull planet Ve- 
nus. of whom J ſpake befo2e, betokeneth many 
heauie calamities, impꝛiſõments, diſturbances, 
and tribulations, with much thought, anguich, 
and ſozrow amongſt the common people, wha 
not withſtanding ſhall. not be punthedoz afflit- 
ted, but accoꝛding ta their owne ous de⸗ 
ſerts, and mildemeanoꝛs:foꝛ hir opp wi 
Venus, ladie of the 10. houſe; ſignifieth the vil⸗ 
loyall and vnfaithfull hartes of many frowarde 
and difobedient perſons, rebcllionfly ſet. againſt 
their Magiſtrates, helping foꝛzwarde the miſ⸗ 
chiekes and hoꝛroꝛs pꝛeſaged by the inſoꝛtunate 
conſtitution of Mars. And th2ough hir tompanie 
with the Dꝛagõs head, pſa fugnificat conſumptio- 
nes, mult. as aquas, & damnũ in feugibus, as a cre⸗ 
dible authoꝛ teſtifieth. And hir application vnto 
krowning Saturne by an aſpectuall radiation, 4

meane, a malitious quartile aſpect: denotat, quod 
accident homin ibus infirmitates mortiferæ, ſomnia 
horrenda, ex opiniones expaueſcibiles, prouententes 
ex abunduntia melancholiæ. And, what ſaith Haly, 
Cap. ꝗ · Part. 82 Sol eft anima mundi, qui ſi quando 
male ficus fuerit, intemperie afficietur Aer, vt cum 
Zuna malefica eft ,afficitur terra. An other iudge⸗ 
ment of his is thus deliuered in the thirde chaps. 
ter of the ſame eight part: 5 ; quando tota T ripli- 
citas gnea fuerit infortunata, (as now it is in the 
figure erected foz the time J ſpeaks of) accident 
damna, O occaſiones magnæ Dominis, Regibus, O. 
claris hominibus. Idem fignificat ſigni vndecima 
Domus, CT eius oppoſiti, ſcilicet, ſigns quintæ Ho- 
mus, (in which ſigne Luna is now placed) , 
CC infortunata conſtitutio. Item, Saturne pla⸗ 
ced in the eight houſe, and loꝛd of the ſirte houſe, 
which is domus ægritudinum morborum, & ſerui- 
tutis corporis, fozeſheweth many dangerous, and 
moztall diſeaſes, which are like to raigne and 
rage in their kind: as allo the ſtubberne, diſobe⸗ 
dient, and ill diſpoſed affections of diuerſe ſer⸗ 
uaunts towardes their Loades and maiſters. 
Mozeouer Saturne lozdof the 7. houſe, which is 
domus Contugy, Inimicitiæ, Contentionumforenſin, 

furti, & aliorum ſcelerum;thzeatneth many trous. 
bleſome, and terrible euents, which are like to 

be as miſchieuoufly accõpliſhed. But, as tauch⸗ 

ing this his !ozvly gouernment of the 6, and 7. 


houſes, togither with certaine other Jncidents, 
which by the figureerected might Aſtrological⸗ 
ly be gathered, fo2 bꝛeuities ſake, and foꝛ ſome 
other god conſiderations, J adde nothing, ac- 
knowledging that the heauenly and almightie 
Iupiter, (that J map ſo ſpeake) ſitting aboue Sol 
and Luna in his euerlaſting maieſtie, ruleth 
both Saturne and Iupiter, at his gratious will 
and pleaſure,as alſo furious Mars him ſelf, with 
Venus, and Mercury to ; que inclinant modo,non 
neceſ!tanr, às is truely anſwearedin an olde dis 
ſkinction. Neuerthelefſe, J am verily perſwa- 
ded, that no Nation, oꝛ Countrie ſhall beholde 
this great Coniunction vnpuniſhed: but amogſt 
the reſt, they J graunt, ſhall eſpecially fele the 
vehement fo2ce, and violence thereof, that inha⸗ 
bite ſuch regions, as are ſubiect to the firit, and 
ſecond Climat. 

Thus, as compendtouſly, as on the ſuddaine 
I could, J haue here, Brother, witten downe, 
in what ligne, and parte of heauen every planet 
ſhall be placed: how affected and diſpoſed in the 
celeſtiall ſcheme, at that very inſtant and mo⸗ 
ment, in which this great, and wonderfull Con⸗ 
- tunction ſhall happen, with the ſeuerall, and ſpe⸗ 
ciall ſignifications of eche of them particularly, 
accoꝛding to the place of their reſidence at that 
time;agreing wholy w the Aſtrological iudge⸗ 
ments, and pzedictions ofthe molk auncient and 


keff appz011ed weiters in this pzofeſion, Which 
J haue done fo this ende, to ſhewe as it were 
in a glaſſe, what conco2daunce and agreement, 
there ſhall then appeare betweene one planet 
and another: and what god oz cull euery one 
of them Hail toꝛ his part pꝛocure: god, by dimi⸗ 
niſhing, aking, and repzeſſing the miſfoz⸗ 
tunes which are pꝛeſaged by the Coniunction: 
euill, by helping foꝛmarde, and encreaſing the 
perilous malice, and as it were, venemous ſpite 
thereof. 

Nowe, to treate ſome what moꝛe ſpectally 
touching the weather, conſtitution of the aier, 
J haue god comecturall Arguments to perſuade 
me, that great ſtoze of rayne and colde is lyke 
to enſue, that ww {hall haue much haile, thun⸗ 
der, and lightning, much vnſeaſonable, immo⸗ 
derate, tempeſtudus, and bopſterous weather, 
that huge waters Hall ariſe, that floudes extra⸗ 
ozdinarilp ſhall increaſe, many ouerflowings 
happen, diuerſe irruptions of wafers ſuddains 
Ip bꝛeake out, cauſing ſome loTe by lande, but 
much? greater decape of ſubſtaunce by ſhip⸗ 
wꝛackes on the ſeas, wherebp very many ſhall 
be ſhꝛewdely endammaged, and not a fewe vl⸗ 
terly vndane. Whiche operations and effecces 
the late Eclipſe of the Sunne, which happenes 
the laſte pearc 15 8 2. the twentic dape of. 

June in the watrie ſigne Cancer, ſhail meruai : 
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louſly helpe fozwarde and augment, cſpeciat 

lp in winter this yeare, 1587. foz theſe-f6ze- 
ſaide Aetidentes ſhall continewe. vntill the be⸗ 
ginnpng de the nerte ſp2ynge after, Au 
1584. At which time about the ende df March, 
and the beginning of Apꝛill, there ſhall hap⸗ 
pen a-wonderfull,ffraunge, and rare Conium⸗ 
ction; tonnent, 92 aſſemblie in a maner of afl 
the planets in Aries, a fierie ſigne. So that 
then both Saturneand Iupiter ſhall foꝛſcke P/ 
ces the laſt ſigne of the watrie Driplic:tie, and 
inhabite Aries the firſte ſigne of the fierie Tri⸗ 
angularitie: which alter ation ſrom one contra⸗ 
rie triplicitie to his tontrarp, cannot be without 
diuerſe ne we effects oppoſite to the foꝛmer. Foz 
fo Haly.concludeth , Dus planets ponderoſi ) (as 
Saturne gnd Jupiter are) ſemper faciunt dinerſs 
tates ſua mutatione de vna triplicitate in aliam, 
de vna natura in aliam, & de vnd haix in 4- 
bam .UAherefoze now the watrie Trigone ſhalt 
periſh, and be turned into fire, lupiter ſhall be 
iopned with Sol, with Mercury gnd with Luna: 
Saturne (hall be iopned with Venus, and with 
Mercury: Mercury hall be in Coniunction 
with lupiter, and with Mars: Luga ſhall be 
one While iopned with Satur ne, another while 
with Venus, another with Mars, wich lupi- 
ter the ſecond time, and then with Mercury, and 
_Jallly of alt, there ſhall be a.great-Conianction | 


of ſupiter-gn Mars which is the third waightiz 
planet, and in malite litle inferiour vnto denous 
ring Saturne himſelf, After which kind of Con⸗ 
tunctions, ſome terrible, and fearfyll Comet, oz 
blazing ſtarre is like pzeſently to enſue : fo2 the 
congrelle of planets in a fierie ligne, doth com- 
monly foꝛeſhew, and in deede naturaliy canſe a 
blazing ſtar. As by induction of examples might 
at large be diſcourſed, but one foz every ſigne 
ſhall ſuſfice. An the yeare 1556. inthefame mo- 
nethof Parch, when there was the like coacer- 
uation of both ſuperiour and inferiour planets 
in this very ſigne Aries, there followed imme- 
diatly a great Comet, Anno 1 434,after the like 
meeting of the planets in the ſecond fierte ſigne 
Teo, their appeared likewiſe a fierie Comet. As 
alſo after their Coniunction in the third fier te 
ligne Sagittary, Anno 814, bheſoze the death of 
the — and moſte renowned Emperour 
Carolus Magnus, there enſued in like manner 
a terrible, and tragicall Comet. And if a Comet, 
as J haue now pꝛoblablp inferred, ſhall ariſe, 
theſe effects muſt be lokedfo2, much ſcoꝛching 
and vehement heate, the dꝛying vp of ponds and 
deepe waſgprs zbarren, and vnfrutefull fieldes: 
and conlequently,a dearth ot all vicuals, beſive 
 aſoze heath of cattel, and many peſtilent dilez- 
ſes amongſt men. But if no Comet appears, 
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rufull viſlons in the Heauens, and many very 
ſtraunge ⁊ terrible ſights in the middle region 
ok the ater, as fierie eteoꝛa, flaſhings, and fla⸗ 
mings of fire, wonderfull traiections, and im⸗ 
pꝛeſſions, much lightning, and thunder mixte 
with haile. Whereby many ſhall be perilloufly 
terriſied, and ſome miſerably bndone, Fo2 euen 
at the very ſelfe ſame time the operations and 
effectes of the ſunnes Eclipſe, which hapned the 
laſt yeare, 1 5 82. as alſo of this great 4 ſtraunge 
Coniunction ſhall ſtiii continue: which ſhall af- 
ter ward be accompanied with another fearefull 
and pernicious Eclipſe, 585, in Tauro, nigh the 
bead of s eduſa, called of Þ Arabians, Caput Al- 
gol, a moſt hurtful, violent, cruell, and moztall 
fired ſtarre,of the nature ot᷑ Saturnc and Venus. 
Whoſe ſignifications fo2 ſo. muche as they are 
not alike,the one thꝛeatning vehement heat, the 
other extreame cold, and with all the great Con⸗ 
iunction of Saturne and Mars tn Piſces, a watrie 
ſigne: and ths great Contunction of Iupiter and 
Mars in Aries 8 fierie ſigne, both in Apꝛill next, 
1584. being thereunto iopned, wheroof allo tile 
one thꝛeatneth ercelſiue cold, the other arterding 
heate, there mult neceſſarily follow yery-great 
inequalitie ofthe aier,x very much intonſtancie 
And aſteration of the weather, which mutual ins 
krattien ot qualities, non niſi coruſcationes nubium 


' fequentur, as Leouitius ſpeaketh» vet the to 
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and polver of this Coniunction ſhall beare mail 

effecuall ſwaye, eſpecially in Parch, Apaill; 
Map, and June, Anno 1 584, bytauſe then moſt 
of the planets ſhall runne there courſe in hote 
and dꝛie ſignes, as allo 1585. in March, fs 
pill, and Pap, when Mars a hate and fierie fel- 
lowe ſhall poſſeſſe a hote and dzic ſigne: with 
Wwhome $aturne ſhall fellowſhip himfelfe, be- 
ing then to ſeated in a fierie ſigne; a one while 
in Cõiunction with Venus, another while with 
Sol, with Mercury, and with the Pone, with 
whom alſo Mars andthe other planefs ſhall by 
mingled:which Coniuncions ſhall al happen in 
Arie ſignes. And this yere ſay J, is like to pꝛoue 
an vnhappie yeare foz diuines, x religious per⸗ 
ſons, Item, in Apztl, Anno 1 586, the effects of 
theſe mertings ſhall euidently appeare at which 
time, there ſhall fall out a Coniunction of Sol x 
Saturne, Mars and Venus, Mars c Mercury, Ve- 
nus and Mercury, Saturne & Mercury, Saturne 
Venus, Sol and Luna, Satarne & Luna, Mars x 
Lund, Venus 4 Luna, Mercury ę Luna;andlaſts 
ty of Saturne & Mars, which is a great Coniun⸗ 
ction,and therefoze the woꝛſe, and moze terrible. 
Which Coniunctions foz aſmuch as.they: ſhall 
all happen in the ſame ſigne Aries: a fferie finus, 
there muſt nerdes enſue dinerſe raungLfects, 
much feruẽt t exceeding h2gt,manyrareenzent- 
ful impꝛeſſions in the bighelt region ar the aier, 
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Lo malie Hozte; in this peare ſundzie wofull; 
and kruell enils, tegither with many ſfrannge 
and hoꝛtible enentsſhal ſenſibly appeare, which 
hall pzincipally moleft and afflick the weaſt⸗ 
warde countries. But of theſe terrdurs, one of 
ds epther J, oz if my leyſure, by meanes of 
my finall pꝛofeſſion, happen to faple me, my 
bzother John will treate moze particularty 
1 God ſpare vs lyfe), in there ſeue⸗ 
rall and ſundꝛie peares, accoꝛding as the effects;

chietelꝑ and pꝛincipally vnder the regiment of

Prætered, the ſame ſigne beyng the 
houſe and manſton place of Mars, there are 
poztended many lamentable, and wofull ca- 
ſualties in battaple, vnto the Germaine and 
Italian ſouldiers: whiche lhail fall out, ep⸗ 
ther by treacherie, and pꝛodition, o2 though 
tys careleſte ſecuritie and uggiſhneſſe of their 
Capfainee, two perillous and deadly enimies 
10 Martiall pꝛocædings, as by all hiſfozies is 
moſte man:fet , ſpeciallp to pow, that are ſo 
perfedly atquainted with them. Now, touchs 
ing the whole continuaunce of the afoꝛeſapde 
ſtraunge cficctes, and operations ol W

ſent great Coniunction, J ſuppoſe it Will ſuf⸗ 
file to quote the indgement of the famous Phi⸗ 
loſopher, and Phiſitian Cardane, dolinered in 
bis Commentaries, vpon Ptolomeis Quadri- 
partita Conftruttio , tonternyng that poynt , 

Whoſe wozdes are thus ſet downe verbatim in 
the ſeconde boke, ninth chapter, and LIV, Text 
of thoſe excellent Commentaries. Efectus du- 


rant ad reditum, vtpote Coniunctio Saturn - 
Jaun, vſque ad aliam coniunctionem: & Saturnt 
ingreſſus in inittum Arietis , vſque ad alinm 
ingreſſum in initium Arietis, quia nihil datur 
inane tn natura, & ideo fs effectus non duræret 
que ad reditum, eſſet circuitus Mathematicus, 
non Naturals, & cauſa fine effectu, & impoten- 
tia quædam. Quamobrem, proportto tircuitus 
ad circuitum, vt temporis ad tempus quod erat 
probandum .

Manu Domini, who is truely termed of the olde 
Philoſophers, Ens Entium, and Cauſa Cauſarum, 
wherin J am to ſubſcribe to the opinid ofthe nos | 
ble Mathe maticiã & Aſtrologer, Petrus Pitatas,

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who in the Pꝛoeme to his Piaria, giueth out 
this learned indgement Ex futurorum euen- 
tuum generilus, ſunt, quæ habent cauſam deter- 
minatam, & infallibil em, vt motus cali, ortus, & 
occaſus ſignorum, Coniunctiones planetarum , & 
luminariaum Eclipſes, ec. ſimilia in qurbus eft de-

Was 38 quæ tamen ſemper Ordinate 4-

| cluon, his onely erceptian is, »: ſecus 4 prima 
cauſa — miraculoſe impediantur . And 
| thus much touchyng the notable effectes, and 
| operations of this great Coniunction, in the laſt 
face of Hiſces, and the firſte of Aries. Now, 
by a ſenſible conference of the ſame with other 
Toniungions, whiche haue heretoioze happe⸗ 
ned in the watrie Trigone not without cer⸗ 
taine famous, and moſte notable euents conſe⸗ 
| quently enſuyng: J will pꝛeſume, to ſet downe 
tertaine Concluſions, collected out of auncient 
indgementes and pꝛedictions of Aſtrotogie, 
whereby it ſhoulde in greate likehod appeare 
not onety that ſundꝛie, rare, and wonderfull e⸗ 
uents muſt needes follow, but allo that the ves 
ry frame ot the woꝛlde, cannot endure long afs/ 
ter. Whereſoze, to ſpeake onely of the watcie 
 Ermone, which ſhall now beare rule foz a time, 
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which Trigone conſiſteth of theſe thꝛte ſignes 
bf the Zodiaque, Caucer, S corpio, Piſces it ſerin⸗ 
meth a reſolute caſe, (vnleſle my induction mar⸗ 
neplouſly faileth me) that their neuer hapned a | 
ny great Contunction of the ſuperiour planets 
inany of thoſe th:e& ſignes, but ſome extraoꝛdi⸗ 
nary chaunge, and notoꝛius alteration enſued, | 
Firſt, after the mightie Coniunction of the two 
higheſt planets, Saturne and lupiter in Cancer, 
which is reckened the firſt ſigne of the foꝛeſaide 
watrie Triplicitie, which Coniunction hapned 
in angulo quartæ domus, the ninth moneth from 
March firſt called of the Romanes, and now ok 
vs Nouember) the woꝛld was ouerflowed with 
that wonderfull ercerding deluge, which to this 
day doth, and ſhal euer beare the name of Noahs 
floude:fuch a floude as the woꝛld ſhall neuer ſee 
againe, Decondly, this fourth Monarchie, called 
the Romane Monarchie, to follow the common 
diſtinction, (howſocuer Monſier Bodine pꝛoba⸗ 
bly reaſoneth to the contrary) wherein we nd 
liue, and are ſtill to pꝛeferre befoze the Turkiſi 
Monarchis, ſee me it neuer fo ample and huge, be⸗ 
gan vnder the dominid of the watrie Trigone: 
fo2 the 47.yeare befo2e the aloꝛious natiuitie of 
our ſauiour Jeſus Chzift,and fine peares befo2e 
the deſtructiõ of the moſt valerous and puiſſant 
captaine, lulius Cæſar there hapned a great Cõ⸗ 
tunctionvf the ſuperiour planets in Scorpio, the þ

ſetonde ſigne of the ſame Triplicitie, at whiche 
time that moſt Memozable and notozious ciuill 
war betwerne Cæſar and Pompey, was verie 
hote and violent, the end whereof enſued a litle 
after the ſame Coniunction, whereupon lulius 
Cæſar hauing oppꝛeſled the contrarie fozce, and 
valiantly ſubdued his enimies, whiche defen- 
ded their auntient ſtate, and common libertie, 
did firſt eſfabliſh this fourth moſt noble Ponar⸗ 
chie. Zhirdly, not long after this, namely, firs 
yeeres befoze the happie birth of our Redeemer , 
there hapned a Coniunction of theſe mighty ſus 
periour planets, Saturne and lupiter, in the 
laſt face of Piſces, which is the laſte ſigne of the 
watry Trigone,x the beginning of Aries, which 
is the firſt ſigne of the flerie Trigone, which 
Coniunction hapned neuer ſince, but only in the 
daies of the woꝛthy chꝛiſtian Emperour, Caro- 
| Jus Magnus, Anno. 789. whiche is almoſt doo. 
peares ago, but is now to happen once againe in 
this pꝛeſentpeare 1583. Touching which,fo:aſ- 
much as it is the laſt Coniunction that euer ſhal 
happen in the end of the watris Trigone, Jam 
Aſtrologicallp induced to this cõiecture, that we 
are moſt like to haue a new woꝛld, by ſome ſud⸗ 
daine, violent, x wonderful ſtraunge alteration, 
which euen heretofo;e hath alwaies hapned, at 
the ending of one Trigone, 4 beginning ot an o⸗ 
ther, but now molt elpecially is like to happen;

bicauſe g cõtrarie Trigone ſuecedeth his cõtra⸗ 

rie, the ſierie ſolloweth p watrie, vnder which, o: 
the like ſucceſſion, a notable mutation hath al- 
ready hapned two feuerall times: to wit, in the 
time of Julius E Auguſtus Cæſar, when as this 
fourth Ponarchie (as J ſaid befoze) was eſtabli⸗ 
ſhed with much effuſion of bloud:4 againe in the 
time of Carolus Magnus, and his father Pvpin, 
(as Jalſoſaid befoze)at which time, as hiſtoꝛies 
repozt, Monarchia hæc eneruata aliqnantum reſpt- 
rauit : yea, your Paulus louius, as vou beſte res 
member, after two o2 thzee other moſte honous 
rable greetings, ſaluteth this noble Emperour 
with theſe gallant Titles, galue Chriſtiani Im- 
pery propagator auguſtiſſime „Pontificiæ dignitatis 
afſertor & vindex, aureæque demum ætatis condi- 
ror: which laſt addition of louius, makety moſt 
fo2 our purpoſe, togither with that ſuperlatiue 
Juſtiſication of his ſurnams not much befoze, 
1 non magni modo, ſed Fer Maxim copnomento li- 
gniſime lo that withall we ſoꝛget not what the 
ſame louius ſhoztly after wziteth, continuing 
the foꝛeſaide bꝛaue Apoſtrophe; directed vnto 
Charlmaine him ſelle: Fe Auſpice, Italia in 
primus, que iampridem 4 Goths, & Vandalis de- 
formata, proitrataque , ferrei ſaculi iniurias per 
tulerat, ſe vſqutadeo fælici rerum umnium prouentis 
erexit, vt priſtinæ amplitudinis ornamenta recipe- 


fer. hauing a litle befoze giuẽ out certains other | 


commendations ot his martiall pzowes, fempe# 
red with deuotion and wiſledome, in theſe hoe 
nourable Terms: hi longè optimis bells & pacy 
artibus, non indomitos modo Saxcnes, & pernicaceg 
Cantabros, perpe tui Vittorys deuictos, verum, quod 
ad perenmorem laudem nobilius fuit, Longobardos 
arroganter & impiè ſacroſancto Pontifics infe5tos, 
Dev Vltore , fundiius exciſos videmus . But; to 
leaue the ſecond foundation, and as it were, the 
reedifping of the imperiall Ponarchie under 
Charlmi1ac, Which is farre better knowne vn⸗ 
to you, than vnto me, (how be it by the wap it 
would not be ſoꝛgotten, that Romanum Imperium 
apud Græcos perflitit a Conftantini M agnt Tem- 
poribus, Þ/que ad T empora Carols M agn, in quem 
nomen duntaxat Impery tranſlatum et ad Germa- 
nos, ag Agrippa wziteth in his inuectiue diſ⸗ 
| courſe, De Nobilitate hand to returne now to the 
pꝛeſent Coniunction, cõlidering that this fourth 
Monarchie began firſt about the ende of the wa⸗ 
trie Trigone, and was afterwarde weakened 
and decayed vnder the-ſame, as appeareth by 
the pzemifles ; maye it nowe ſeeme likely and 
| p20bable inough, that it ſhall alſo finally be en⸗ 
ded and deſtroped vnder the ſame Zrigone 2? 
| And,fo2 ſomuch,as our Lo2d and Samour-foke 

our humane nature vpon him, beyng bozne of 

the virgin Parie in Bethlem, at the ende ef the 
| watrie Trigone, and the beginning of the fleris.

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Ctigun:the ſame now happeningagaine,may 

it not alſo ſigniſie and poꝛtend, ſome wonder⸗ 
full and matuelous alteration ſhoꝛtlp after fo 
enſue:? yca, why not euen that great, 4 dꝛead⸗ 
full time, wherin the ſame Jheſus Ch ꝛiſt, ſhal 
come againe in vnſpeakeable maieſtie, to 
iudge bath the quicke and the dead, tonſuming 
the whole world by fire? foꝛ now ſhall the fie⸗ 
rie Trigone raigne, and all the Coniunctions 
of the ſuperiour planets which hereafter ſhall 
happen, ſhall continually be in fierte fines, 
till the accompliſhment almoſt of 200. peares. 
In the raigne of Caro 16 Mignus, albeit the 
lixe- Comunaton happened, pet the world 
could not then be af an ende: howbeit euen at

Which are to be vnderffode of that ſelfe ſame 
time pet then J ſay,could not the tonſumma⸗ 
tion of the woꝛld be,becauſe 5000;yeares front

red, but now the influence and effes of this 
pꝛeſent great Contunctis enduring and conti⸗ 
nuing, as J haue ſapd, how litle to ſpeake of, 
Hall remaine wanting, to make vp the com⸗ 
plete number of 6000.yeares , which account 
is 02tginally grounded vpon the auncient fas 
mous p2ophecy of Elias, concerning the wozlds 
continuance, foꝛetelling that the ſame ſhould 
ſtand 5000, yeares : 2000.batne:2000,plawe: 
2000,Chz1lt; which togither make in all the fi- 
nal number of numbers 6000, yeares, Wher - 
of it hath already continued 55 44. ſo that not 
ſo much as 00. peares doe now remaine, ot 
which allo, ſome euen of thoſe that are yet be⸗ 
hind, ſhall be abꝛidged in reſpec of our infinite 
ſinnes,x exceeding wickednes, as it followeth 
in the (ame pꝛophecp. ea our Sauiour Chꝛiſt 
him ſelle hath pzomiſed in his Goſpel wꝛitten 
by S. Mathew, the 24. chapt.that he wil detract 
ſomewhat of y appointed time, ſaping: Except 
thoſe dates ſhould be ſhoꝛtned, there ſhould no 
fleſh be ſaued, but foz the elects ſake, they ſhall 
be ſhoztaed , So that all circumſtances being 
weped, and all Aſtrological likehops togither 
with pꝛophetical pzedictions conſidered, what 
doubt is there, but we map, and ought to per⸗ 
ſwade our ſelues, that the foundation of the 
woꝛld is in a manner woꝛne out, and alſo this 
godly frame ready to fall vpon our ſhoulders⸗ 


fo2 if ſo be there pet remained another great N 
Coniunction of Saturne and lupiter like to 

the firff, then ſhoulde there be required a Re- 
manet of almoſf eight hundꝛed peares moe, 
which being added to the peare of this great 
Coniunction, would amount to the number 

of ſire thouſand and almoſte foure hundꝛed 
peares: which manifeſtly oppugneth the pꝛo⸗ 
phecie of Elias-aboue rehearſed, and Plato, 
befoꝛe 25. ot thoſe yeares were exſpired, would 
bid vs whoe. Almighty God ,thzough his inki- 
nite power, and vnſpeakeable wiſsdom, in fire 
dayes created heauen and earth, the ſea, and al 
thinges therein contained, but the ſeuenth day 
he reſted, and hallowed. the ſame: wherein 
ſome haue repoſed a high miſterie, imagining, 
and perl wading them ſelues, that by the ſay 
cred miniſterie of his holie woꝛde in this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent life, within the compaſſe of Coco. peares, 
he will alſo gather togither his Church, wher⸗ 
with in the ſeuenth he wil celebꝛate and kerpe 
holy his eternall and euerlaſting Sabaoth. 
To which purpoſe they affitme, that the pꝛo⸗ 
phecie of Elias, was as it were allego:ically 
bozrowed from this number of the lire dapes 
Creation, applying to euerp dape, 1007, 
peares, alledging to that effec, out of the 
nynetie Pſalme , fo2 a thouſand veares in thy 
fight, are but as veſterdap, citing nag

plate of Saint Peter, in the third chapter of 
his ſecond epiſtle, Dearely beinued, be not ig⸗ 
noꝛant of this one thing, ho 
with the Loꝛde as a thoufany' 
thouſand peares as one day. But 
theſe teſttmonies be applied to the enfozce- 
ment of ny concluſion, it is foz learneder men 
to determine, my ſelfe dare not de oner bald 
with Textes of ſcripture, which are ſo reue⸗ 
rently, and religiouſly to be handled, and ther⸗ 
foze take it beſt, to ſtand rather vpon the pꝛo⸗ 
babilitte of . Altrologicall pzedictions , and 
namely, vpon that olde, and common p2ophe- 
cie, touching the peare i; 88. which is now ſo 
rife in euery mans mouth, and was ſo reſo- 
lutely defended in a publique diſputation in 
the laſt Commencement,by one, ſafficient ta 
maintaine his aſſertion. That peare hath ma- 
ny hundꝛed peares agone bene ſpecially foꝛe⸗ 
told, and much ſpoken of amongeſt Aſtrolo⸗ 
gers, who haue, as it were, vnanimi conſenſu, 
pꝛognoſticated, that either a maruelous feare- 
ful and hoꝛrible alteration of Emppꝛes, Ring⸗ 
doms, Seigniories, and States, togither with 
ofher wonderkull, and very extraozdinary Ac- 
cidents, as, extreme hunger, and peſtilente, de⸗ 
ſperate freaſons, and commotions, ſhall then 

fall out, to the miſerable affliction, and apps = 


Fon ol huge multitudes: oꝛ elſe, that an biter 
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and finall ouerthzowe, anddeffruction of the 


whole wo2ld ſhall enſue-Uhtch p; ophecte foz 
ſa. mnch as it is reputed of ſo great conſequẽ te, 
and withall ſo nearel[y toucheth the fcope of the 
pꝛeſent Treatiſe, J will here ſet downe, as it 
is deliuered by Leouitius, in Latine verſes, 
made, as moſt ſuppoſe by Regiomontanu:, hut 
tranſlated out ofa foꝛmer ſtple, karre moꝛe aũ⸗ 
cient, as were alſo the Dutch verſes of Sta- 
flerinus impoꝛting the ſame Contents.

other Countries, and Nations further off: 
which Earthquake, (notwithſtanding pour 
pleaſant Entrance into that Philoſophicall 
Diſcourſe, deliuered thereof by you ex tempore 
in company of honeſt centlemen-e gentlewo⸗ 
men aſffbled togither to make merry)ſemeth 
pet vnto me a matter of no ſmal conſequence, 
where vnto your ſelfe alſo ſteme to incline in 
the earneſter part of that Diſcourſe.

and ſo foꝛth. Theſe are the godly and bleſſed 
pꝛomiſes, which the Lo2d of Heauen 4 Earth 
wil aſſaredly and plentifully perfoꝛme vnto 
thoſe;that doe faithfully feare , and truly woz- 
ſhip him, in that integritie ofholines 4 righte- 
ouſnes, that him ſelfe requireth. Fe2 no doubt, 
he is a moſt merciful God, + a molt louing fa⸗ 
cher, ful of compaſſi on, full of pacience, t long 
ſuffering, fal of godnes x pitie. Aud pet as he is 
excedingly merciful to the repentant ſinner, ſp 
is he alſo iuſt t terrible to the wilful + obſti⸗ 
nate rep2obate, Foz thus on the other fide hath 
the Loꝛd of Loꝛds from the thꝛone of his om⸗ 
nipotent Maieſtie thundered: but if pe walke 
contrarp vnto me, and wil not harken vnto 
me, J wil alſo walke confrary vnto pou: wil 
bꝛing vpon you fearfulnes, conſumption; and 
the burning ague, to conſume your eyes, and 
gender ſozrow of hart, and ve ſhal ſowe your 
ſerde in vaine , foz your enimies ſhal eate it.

hall ye denoure : J wil deffroy your high plas 
ces, and cut away pour images, and caſt your 
carkaſſes vpon the bodies of pour idols, and 
my ſoule ſhall abhozre pon: and J will make 
pour cities deſolate, and bꝛing your ſatictuas 
rie vnto naught, and will not ſmell the ſas 
nour of your ſwerte odours: J wil bꝛing your 
land vnto a wilderneſſe, and pour enimies 
which dwell therein, ſhall wonder at it. Le- 
uitic. Cap. 25. Nowe, Loꝛd, can any be ſo vn⸗ 
gractouſly ſtiffe necked, and hard harted, as 
not to be terrified and aſtoniſhed with the 
hoꝛrour of ſuch maledictions: then, alas, let 
him that hath an eare, heare what the Crea⸗ 
fo: ſpeaketh vnto the Creature, the Loꝛde ot 
Loꝛdes, to his rebellious ſubiect , Almighty 
God to man, toclay , to duſt, and aſhes: let 
euerp one remember, what he hath receiued 
and heard, and hold faſt, and repent: he that 
ouercommeth ſhall inherite all thinges, and 
J will be his God, and he ſhall be my ſonne, 
ſayth he that ſitteth on the Thꝛone. But the 
fearcfull , and the vnbeleuing, and the abho- 
minable, and murtherers , and whoꝛemon⸗ 
gers, and idolaters, and ſoꝛcerers, and all lt 
ars, ſhall haue their part in the lake that bur⸗ 
neth with fire and bꝛimſtone, which is the ſe⸗ 
cond Death.

Pou will marnell, Bꝛother, to ſee me thus 
behemently, x zealouſfly affected in a pꝛiuate 
Diſtourſe, but truly the incomparable greats 
neſle, and impoztance of the Argument, fo 
him that hath entered info any reaſonable 
conſideration of ſo vniuerſall future talami⸗ 
ties, as daylp thzeaten vs, muſt nedes ſeme 
to require much mo2e, than J haue here (apd, 
oꝛ can poſſibly ſay, 
The laſt notable thing, that J heue to 
obſerae this yeare , 1 5 8 3. is, that there ſhall 
not appeare vnto vs in our Yozizon , any E- 
clipſe, either of the Sunne, oꝛ of the Pone. 
Parry, foꝛaſmuch as the influence, and woꝛ⸗ 
king of that Eclipſe of the Sunne, which 
happened the laſt peare, 15 8 2. deginneth ts 
fake place and effect but in this pꝛeſent yeare;

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not inconuenient , to pꝛoſecute theſe mats 
ters ſomewhat further, and fo deliver my 
ſimple Judgement touching that E- 
clipſe, pꝛeſuming herein of your 
pacience, as in the 
zemiſſes.

Of che Eclipſe of the Sunne, 
which happened the laſt yeare, 15 8 2. 


A this laſt yeare 582. vpon the 
Io. day of June, immediatlp af- 
cer fine of the clocke in the moꝛ⸗ 
mo 20 ning, the bodie of the Pone at 

hir chaung, being direcly put be⸗ 

tweene the Sunne and the Carth, oꝛ betwerne 
our ſight, and the Sunne, and thereby depꝛi⸗ 
uing vs of the full light or his beames, there 
appeared within our Voꝛizon at Cambꝛidge, 
(as you remember) A ſmall Eclipſe of the 
Sunne, the Sunne and Mone being at that 
very inſtant coniopned in the ſeuenth Degree, 
and 24, minut of the ſigne Cancer, within two 
degrees, x 9. minutes of Catabibazon , which 
Eclipſe albeit it were of ſmal continuance, the 
Sunne being bodily eclipſed o2 darkened by 
the Mone, but vnto thꝛe fingers, oz points, 
and ſeuen minutes, hath notwithſtanding the 
pꝛoper influence and peculiar effectes: foꝛ as 
Meſlahalah a cunning and perfect Aſtrologer 
witneſſeth, whoſe bokes (as J ſayde) haue 
bene muche eſteemed of mightye Princes, 
_ as Experience hir ſelfe teacheth, There 
ꝛeuer happeneth anye Eclipſe of the Sunne, 
which doth not pzelignifie and fozeſhew ſome 
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him ſelfe the P2ince of Aſtrologers affirmeth, 
that the fatail congerſions,onerthzowes, and des 
ſtructions of kingdomes, may Aſtrologically be 
fozeſcene,and pꝛognoſticated by the J and 
Eclipſes of the Dunne and Mone. reby 
Thales Mileſius, as Plinie credibly repo teth, 
did certainly foꝛetell, ſundꝛy chaunges, and alte⸗ 
rations of fates, and kingdomes, fo happen in 
Aſia, which afterward came effectually fo paſſe, 
euen acco2ding to his Aſtrologicall pꝛediction: 
t the like is auouched by diuerſe other, of ſome 
other well (@ne the ſame wap. UUhereupon E⸗ 
clipſes haue bene the moze ſpecially regarded, 
and obſerued of the beſt Aſtrologers, as is very 
well exemplified by Stadius; but J will returne 


to the pꝛeſent Eclipſe, from whence J haue a 


litle digreſſed. It is firſte to be noted, that the 
Sunne was eclipſed in Cancer, which is the nas 
turall and eſſentiall houſe of the Wone, wherein 
the reiopceth moſt, and wherein alſo the moſte 
benenolent and fauourable planet Iupiter, cal⸗ 


led commonly, Fortuna maior, doth aſcend, bee» 
ing therein chiefly eleuated and exalted ; a ſigne 
of the partition of the watrie Trigone, femi- 
nine, nocturnall, noztherly, moueable, of direct | 
aſcenſton, whom Capricorne doth obey by rea- | 


fon ok his ſuperiozitie,vnſauecry of taſte and ef- 
fect,beyng naturally colde and moiſt, a 
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great Accident to come to paſſe, and Ptolomey | 
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fegmaticks complexion, gouernour and ru⸗ 
ter of the bzeaft,the mouth of the ſtomacke, the 
lunges, euen almoſte to Diaphragma, oz the 
Midꝛiffe. Nowe the nature and pꝛoperties of 
the ligne being knowne, conſidering that it is 
a colde ind watrie ſigne, it betokeneth, accoz- 
ding to the Judicials of Aſtrologie, that greate 
aboundaunce of rayne is like to enſue , with 
many perillous oucrfiowinges by rage of was 
ters: whereby a great number ſhall be ſhzewd- 
ly hindered, and endammaged, it will alſo cau(s 
much rawe,inconſtant, and diſtemperate wea- 
ther, cull foz all kinds of cattle, but eſpecially 
fo2 ſheepe : it poꝛtendeth the deſtruction of much 
fiſhe, and water foules: great enute, ſtrife, de⸗ 
bate, contention, and ſedition with many pꝛi⸗ 
uie conſpiracies, vnlawfull fraies, violent op⸗ 
pꝛeſſions, robberies, and murders,yea and much 
martiall pꝛouiſton, and pꝛeparation foz warre, 
beſide ſundꝛie loſſes, and grieuous perils vuto 
thoſe, that get their lining by tople and labour 
on the ſeas,02 other waters, which ſhall come to 
paſſe, by meanes of tempeſtuous, and immode- 
rate weather, where with many ſhippes ſhalbe 
ouerthzowne, many mariners, and wafermen 

d2owned,many townes and cities deſolate,nigh 
vnto the ſea. Mozeouer there ſhall followe a 
great death, and ouerthzow amongſt the baſer, 
C andpozer ſoꝛt of people, accozsing to that iudg- 
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ment of Proclus. Cum acciderit ral Solis in 
Cancro, obſcure turbe, rgnobiliſque plebec: il2 inte- 
ritus ſequitur, diuturnæ bellorum ſeditiones, & a- 
quatilium, marinorumque „& aliorum in æquore 
degentium magna pernicies. Which ſaing of Pro- 
 clus,theinfoztunate conſtellation and conſtitu⸗ 

tion ok the other planets do ſeme to verifie : foz 
Saturne was retrotedent in a feminine and no- 
cturnal ſigne, to wit, in ?:/ces, which is a ſigne of 
the ſame romplerion and qualitie that Cancer 
is ot, being alſo flegmaticke,cold, moiſte, and of 
the nature of water: Mars, Venus, Mercury, and 
Luna, two of them in a d2ie and colds ſigne: 
the other two in a colde and moiſt ſigne, and al⸗ 
ſo in a moyſt manſion, will likewiſe increaſe 
the colde watrie operations ofthis Eclipſe,and 
fo2 their part, helpe foꝛ warde the cffecs there- 
of. And as foz Iupiter, he to was much abaſed 
and weakened by his Retrogradation in Ana- 
rio, d moiſt ſigne. Item Mars being in Tauro, ànd 
in oppoſition to his owne houſe, is become moze 
ſturdie, and infoztunate : and being loꝛd of the 
1 o, houſe, he noteth that Lozdes and Nobles wil 
—— and oppꝛeſſe their pwꝛe tenants by 
e neing their rents, 1 putting them to huge 
fines, without regard ofcomon reaſon, equitie, 
d2 pietie : ſo that the pwze farmers ſhalbe ſcarte⸗ 
ly able to line, and maintaine their necefſarie 
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charge He ſigniſieth furthermoze the vtter de⸗ 
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ſtruction, and — ofthoſ e, which hal 
rebellioully ſet themſelues again their rulers 
and magiſtrates: fo2 he is in oppoſition to the 
ſame his owne houſe, himſelfe remaining -» an- 
gulo Quartæ Domus, vnde emittit ſurſum, & aſ- 
Cendunt eins calores & male natur ad omnes dlins 
pPlanetas, as Haly ſaith) and there ſeated in Tauro 
the night houſe ol Venus: which impoꝛteth much 
e. Clole whozedome, and ſecrete vngodlin:lle as 

mongſt many vncleane ⁊ wicked perſons, that 
haue ſhaken ol the awe, which the feare of God 
ſhould bꝛerde in them, and onely haue reſpect to 
the impious pollicie, vttered in a common pꝛo⸗ 
uerbe, 5 non cafte, tamen caute. Which pollicie to 
will fayle them in the end, and lay their coꝛrup⸗ 
tion open to the generall vew of the wozlde, and 
chamektull repꝛoch of themſelues, ſo 2 
true it is, that the Poet waiteth : 

Quicquid ſub terra eft, in apricum proferet ætas. 

J might here rehearſe ſundꝛie examples of 

diuerſe Eclipſes of the Sunne in Cancer, there⸗ 
by declare, both what deſtrudions, and deaths, & 
alſo, what other ſtraunge and rufull accidentes 
haue enſued, but among the reſt fo; none 
ſake J will only repozt two, o: the of the m 
notable, with the ſeuerall operations and 
thereof: that euery man of any reaſonable cons 
ceite,and capacitie, may thereby —

and alterations by conference of the antecedent. 


cauſes,andſkilfully with diſcretion and iudge⸗ 
ment apply the lame to a farther conſequence of 
fimes and matters to come:foz as Stadius in the 
pzeface to his Ephemerides excellently noteth : 


Dum cauſas præteritorum interpretamur, eadens 
queque M ethode & futurorum docemus, nam futu- 
ra A præteritis non ſpecie, non genere differunt, ſed 
tempore tantum, quod eadem vt accidens comtatur. 

A very wiſe rule, not onely ſeruing foz theſe As 
fkrologtcall obſeruations, but much moze to bs 
extended to the right vle of ancient hiſtoꝛies, and 
politique. pꝛactiſes, deliuered to poſteritie foz 
their imitation, in like necellities, and affaires, 
But, to containe vs now within our bounds in 
the yeare 1424. the 26. daye of June, in the eue⸗ 
ning, as is credibly recoꝛded, there appeared an 
Eclipſe of the Dunne in Cancer, the 14. degree:at 
which time, Charles the king of Fraunce being 
valiantly ſet vpõ in battaile by the Ingliſh men 
E Burgundians, was expelled his owne realme: 
warre was hotely maintapned betweene the 
Danes, ⁊ the Sleſuicians:the Biſhop of Breanie 
 pzonoking the Yollanders to battaile, was grie⸗ 
nouſly wounded of them, and taken pziloner : a 
terrible plague, and moſt vehement peltilence 
and moztalitie of men enſued, continuing fierce, 
and hote a long time: after wardes, cortaine 
8 of Germanie, entring 2 emia with a 
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great armie diuided into thz& partes, were fo2- 
cibly repelled and daiuen backe of the Hullites, 
whereby the bounds of Bohemia were enlarged, 
and ſpꝛead abꝛoade, towardes 427:/224, aud No- 
ricum : finally, all the fruites of the earth, as 
co2ne, graine, vinetrees, and ſuch like, periſhed 
thꝛough vnſeaſonable pinching colde, and extre⸗ 
mitie of weather, 

In the peare 1 569.the ninth day of Julie in 
the mo2ning,there likewiſe appeared an Eclipſe 
of the Dunne in the 26. degree of Cancer, the ins 
fluence, & effects wherof continued two peares: 
when the Turkes martially aſſayling and in⸗ 
uading Pannonia, called otherwiſe Bungaria, and 
Syr:a,A countrie lying in the call partes of Ger⸗ 
manie, a poꝛtion whereof boꝛdereth on Hunga⸗ 
rie, (ſauing which part y whole country beſides 
is altogither moũtainiſh) foꝛcibl carried away 
many p2iſoners, + captiues, with ouer ſenſible 
pꝛofe ot their might t furie. Mathias Hunnia- 
des, ſurnamed Coruinus, a moſte foztunate 
pꝛinte, and as happie a warrier, who fine yeres 
-befoze was crowned king of Yungarte,by Fre- 
derick than Emperour, denoiced c pꝛoclaimed 
wWarre againſt the Bohemians, being requeſted, 
and perſwaded thereunto by the Pope, + at that 
time by loꝛce of armes, toke frõ them 4 orauia, 
Sileſia, and Luſatia. The ſame Mathias cotingep 
as fierce warre with Caſimie the king of Po⸗ 

lonia, 


lonia, couragionſty inuaded the Zurkes, offer 
diſconiſiting and vanquiſhing them: gatte awap 
Vienna from the Emperour, ſubdued, and cons 
quered diuerſe other nations, and territoꝛies ads 
ioyning, in ſo much $ at his death, he deſerued 
this noble Epitaph of Antony Thxbaldeus 2 


Corunt  breus hec Vrua eft : N magna fatentur 
Facta fuiſſe Deum fata fuiſſe hominem. 

The Pꝛince of the Tartarians at the ſame 
time, allaulted and ſpoyled Xia, vpon whiche 
countrie Tartaria boundeth on the weaſt. The 
King ol Denmartze was ſuttelly entrapped and 
taken by the craitie wiles and cunning fetches 
df Sweden, There enſued a ſharpe battaile be- 
tweene the French, and Burgundian, Anno 
1577, the foꝛte and influence of the Eclipſe ſtill 
continuing, many pꝛinces, and mightie petens 
tates died: and amongſt the reſte, George the 
king of Bohemia, whom Ladiſlaus, ſonne to the 
king ol Pollania ſucceeded. To conclude, Hen- 
ry the ſirte King ok Ingland, was within the 
reach of this Eclipſe, taken by king Edward the 
fourth, in the Biſhops palace at London, and by 
him committed to the tower, where afterwards 
he was murdered ; as mo2e fully appeareth by 
dur owne Ingliſh Chꝛonicles. | 

Lait of all, une x 5 36, there hapned an 
Eclipſe of the Sunne in the ſeuonth degree of 
Cancer, that is iuſte in the very ſelfe {ame 


degree, 
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degree, wherein the Sunne was darkened this 

laſt yeare 15 82. Alter which Eclipſe there aroſe 
bote warre in 7: cardie, wherby both the French 
E Burgundians receiued mutuall harmes and 
dammages diuers wayes, which are repoꝛted to 
haue bene very great and grieuous. At the ſame 
time, the ſouldiers of king Ferdinand bꝛother to 
the Emperour Charles, being conducted by their 
Captaines to reſiſt the foꝛce of their enimies in 
Hungarie, were, as vou know, trecheronſly be⸗ 
traped into the handes of the Turkes by one 
Catzianerus: of whome they were almoſt all 
molt cruelly ſlaine, their chief Captaines taken 
taptiue, and carried away to Conftantinople the 
LTurkes chieleſt citie, where they lined in miſe⸗ 
rable ſeruitude and bondage. At the ſame time 
the Geldrenſes ſeditiouſly rebelled againſt their 
Soueraigne. At the ſame time, the moſt fruite⸗ 
full, belstifull, and noble Jlands Sicilia and Ca- 
labria, were wofully deſtroped with fire, which 
did ſtraungly bꝛeake out of the ſealand beeing 
dꝛied vp. At the ſame time their was heard at 
Rome, a molt fearefull,and hoꝛrible thundering 
in the aire, beeing alſo the moꝛe extraoꝛdinarie 
fo the very time of the veare. At the ſame time, 
an auncient tower of Belderberg, being ſuddain⸗ 
ly blaſted with lightning, did cauſe a loꝛe raine, 
much miſchieſe and great miſerie to that cite. 
at the fame time, inhighGermanis, theirhap- 
ney 


rage Whereof, was paſſing wonderful, and mar⸗ 
uelous ſtraunge. And after the ſame-Eciiple 
(which we in Ingland, ought chielly torememe 
ber) two notable (editions and inſurrections 
div-ſhzewdly trouble, and diſturbe vs here in 
Angland: which fell out in the 18. peare of the 
raigne of the molk mightie and puiſfant Pzince 
king Henry the eight. Mhereof the fürſte was 
rayſedpxincipally foz religion amongſt the com» 
moris of Lincolneſbite, Who had gathered togi⸗ 
ther nigh 20000, perſons, to ſerut their turnes 
in the atehieuing of that rebellious enterpatze. 
Thpe feconve beganne farther of, in Lorleſtire, 

Which noxfhoren commotion was alſo attemp- 
tedfoz maker of religion, the people there floc⸗ 
ked togifher, amounting ko the number of loꝛtie 
thotiſand, Againſt thoſe of the fir inſurrection, 
the Ring ſent our the Wuke of sole, with a 
. and pꝛincely power; which when the re- 
belles did dnderſtand, they ſtraight waies bzake 
vp there armie, and. ſuddainly departed. Ay 
gainſt choſe of? the ſecdnde inſurrettion, whiche 
was ſo farre the greater, his Paieltie ſent the 
Dukes of Northfolke, and. Southfolke both, with 
efarre fkronger power, and mightier hoſt of'ls{- 


Diers: vpon whoſe comming the battaile was

lopall, and deſperate atfemptes, The ſame E- 
clipſe might peraduenture be accompanied with 
ſome other ſemblable Euents: but theſe are the 
chiefeſt, that J can pꝛeſently call to minde, and 
are ſufficient, J ſuppoſe, to inſerre my Conclu⸗ 
fon, what herde is to be taken of like Eclipſes, 
and namely this of late. Whereunto if we ſhall 
nowe conſideratcly apply the examples befoze 
alledged may we not generally concoiue, what 
ſequele of troubles and cuils, is lis to be pꝛog⸗ 
noſticated by the ſame-2 And vet to ſpeake indil⸗ 
ferently accoꝛding to the rules of Arte, J per⸗ 
ſuade my lelfe, that the miſfo2tunes thꝛeatned 
thereby, hall neither be fully ſo hainous, noz of 
ſo long tontinuante . as were thoſe of the ſoꝛmer 
Eclipſes, Py reaſon is, bicauſe the quantitie at 
the Eclipſe hauing bene but very little £ mall, - 
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to be p:opoztionable, Foz ſo Meſſahalah wbgeth 
in his booke 4 Rebus Eclipſium, the 7. chapter. 
In Eclipſi Solzs ſemper ſgniſicatur magnum ali- 
quod Accidens, ſed tamen ſecundum quantitatem 
ſms Eclipſis. Wherefoze thequantitis of this 
late Cclipſe being ſo (mall, J pꝛeſume, the o⸗ 
perations,and ſequeles thercof ſhall be both the 
leſſe in quantitie, and the ſhozter in continu- 
ance, owe, as concerning the Regions, Pꝛo⸗ 
ninces, terrifozies, and cities which ſhall chiefs 
ly be afflicted and oppꝛeiled with the enils enſu⸗ 
ing, (whiche eyery man will be readie to de⸗ 
maund)it is ſufficietly knowne, which are pꝛin⸗ 
cipally vnder the dominion, and regiment ol the 
figne Cancer: as Numidia, Africa, Bithinia g Phry- 
$1, Colch#, Carthago, Regnum Franciæ, Regnum 
Scotiæ, Regnum Granatæ, Comitatus Burgundie, 
Pruſia, Hollandia, Selandia , Conffantinopolis, 
Thumiſſa, Venetiæ, Mediolanum, Genua, Luca, 
Piſa, Lubecum , Treueris, Magdelurgum, Gor- 
licium, Berna , Ciuitas g. Andreæ, Torchia, ſiue 
Eboracum, as they are confuledly heaped to⸗ 
gither by our chieleſt Aſtrologers, reſpecting 
rather matter, than ferme, Ol which very 
countries, and cities; thoſs perſons to ſhall

di cauſa obiefted àgapnſt me, reaſoning then fay 
miliarly of the obſeruation, and hede that was 
to be taken of Eclipſes: the one of Agathocles, 
the famous captaine, and tiranne of Syracu/e, 
the other of IL. Sulpitius Gallus a noble Roy 
mane : whereof Agathocles, as J remember, 
in his wars againſt the Pemans, when ſo euer 
anie Eclipſe was to happen the day befoꝛe their 
battaile leaſt his ſouldiers ſhonld take any pꝛo⸗ 
iudiciall oz ſuperſtitious conceite thereat, vſed, 
as vou then alledged, to diſcourſe vnto his ar⸗ 
mie the whole reaſon thereof: ſhewing them, 
that what ſoeuer ſhoulde chaunce there, was to 
followe by courſe of nature, + appertatned no- 
thing to their Pilttarte affaires: Sulpitivs Gal- 
los vnderſtanding likewiſe on a time, that an 
Eclipſe was athande, aflembled his ſouldiers 
togither, and warned them thereof afoze hand, 
expoeunding vnto them all the reaſon, ano na⸗ 
turall tauſes of Eclipſcs, leaſt they ſhould igno⸗ 
rantly miſtake them, fg2 heauie, and vnluckie 
tokens: As foꝛ theſe two inſtances, J fate, 4 
muſte needes graunt, they were gad martiall 
pollicies, and wile Stratage mes foz the pꝛeſent, 
£9 abandon ſuch ears, as their fonidiers might 
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of ſome infoꝛtunate chaunce, to befall them, but 
as accozding to Ariſtotels ſaying in his Pali⸗ 
tiques, Non eſt tuta Regala hominum voluntas: 
ſo J thinke, theſe, and luch lyke Militare deui⸗ 
ſes, are not of fozce, to pꝛoue, oꝛ diſpꝛoue any 
other Concluſion, but this, that in the time of 
neceſſitie, 02 extremitie, eſpecially tn warre, 
it is wiſedome, to make the beſte of euery ſuch 
Accident, and to interpꝛete it in ſuch wile, as 
may ſ&me inoſte behouefull foz the incourage⸗ 
ment of thoſe, whom it concerneth,to be kept in 
harte, and to be deliuered of all by feare, that 
might any way daunt, oz aſtoniſh their minds. 
Which no doubte was Acneas his politique cũõ⸗ 
ſideration, where Virgil wziteth of him:

In which caſes, not ſo much the very truth 
and conſcquence of the matter is commonly re- 
garded, as what is molt expedient, andauaile- 
able, to ſerue pzeſent turnes.

tie interpꝛetation of certaine learned Egyp⸗
